Finally, the biggest reason I decided 
to cut down on my regular output of 
columns is that I became the first guy 
on my block to acquire a rare and little 
known malady — amyotrophic lateral 
sclerosis. 
This is often called “ I/)u Gehrig’s

generation ago the famous 
“ Iron 
Horse,” the first baseman for the New 
York Yankees. 


It is a mysterious affliction of the 
spinal cord which cripples a body 
through atrophy of the voluntary 
muscles. 
The disease is progressive and 
terminal within two to five years after 
onset. Its cause is obscure and there is 
no treatment for it. Only two nice 
things can be said about it. It doesn’t 
affect the mind and it is more fatiguing 
and uncomfortable than painful. 
The irony of it to me is that after 
surviving three wars without a scratch 
I come down with an ailment that on 
the average strikes only one out of 
every 100,000 people. It is so rare you 
couldn’t organize a reunion of ALS 
sufferers. 
I hate to relinquish my daily column 
because writing it has been more than 
bread and butter to me. It has been a 
magic adventure that enabled me to 
meet thousands of people, 67 countries 
and every continent but the Antarctic.

But I savor the fact that 
it enabled me to have more bylined 
stories on the main wires of The 
Associated Press than any other writer 
in its 126 years.

The F B I in Atlanta and Washington 
declined comment. 
Fields issued a brief statement 
which said: 
‘‘Reg Murphy presumably has been 
kidnaped. Jim M inter, managing 


editor of the Constitution, received a 
telephone call at 9:15 p.m. from 
someone saying Murphy had been kid­ 
naped by the ‘Revolutionary Army.’ 
“ The caller said the Constitution 
would hear further by other means. 
Channel 5 TV — WAG A — received a 
similar call at about 9:20 p.m. Shortly 
thereafter, Murphy’s wife received a 
call from someone who said, ‘If you 
want to know about your husband, call 
Jim Minter.’” 
Mrs. Murphy said the person who 
called her did not identify himself in 


any way. 
“ I am not sure what to do,” she said. 
“ I have no other information. I am 
waiting now for some kind of contact.” 
Security was tight at the Journal- 
Constitution’s building. Guards were 
requiring all employes to show their 
building passes and to register, even 
though they were familiar with most of 
them.

WASHINGTON (A P) - Federal 
energy officials ruefully admit their 
first month of gasoline allocation is a 
shambles, the victim of bad data, in­ 
experience, over-reliance on oil 
company cooperation, and a dash of 
politics. 
“ We had envisioned that the oil 
companies 
would 
pick 
up 
our 
allocation method ... but they didn’t,” 
John Adger, a Federal Energy Office 
aide, said in an interview. “ They just 
sat back and watched the show.” 
Officials say some lessons were 
learned and the system should work 
better in March. 
That may be its last chance. A 
decision whether to switch to rationing 
may be required by mid-April as 
summer demand approaches. 
Meanwhile, the February allocation 
program was floundering. 
The gasoline allocation regulation 
published Jan. 15 appeared short and 
simple, taking up only one-third of a 
page. 
It required suppliers to distribute 
available gasoline to the wholesale and 
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bulk purchasers they had served in 
1972. 
Gasoline suppliers themselves had 
to report available supplies, to seek 
adjustments, and to make proper 
allocations. 


At first, it seemed to work. 
On Feb. 16, the FEO issued a 
detailed listing of each state’s reported 
gasoline availability. It showed wide 
differences among the states, with 
Maine apparently destined for a 26 per 
cent shortage while Minnesota seemed 
only 3 per cent short. 


Although the federal regulations 
contain no requirement for equal 
distribution among states, the low- 
supply states quickly began demand­ 
ing it, and the FEO accepted the 
principle. 
Within three days, Simon ordered 
shifts of gasoline from 10 good-supply 
states to 12 others and the District of 
Columbia. 
Unfortunately, the FEO ’s 55-page 
state-by-state estimate was wildly 
wrong. Simon then sent teams into 20 
states and only last Tuesday issued re­ 
vised estimates for them. 
All of the revisions showed available 
gasoline supplies far higher than 
previously reported. Sixteen were off 
by more than 30 per cent; two of them 
showed errors greater than 60 per 
cent. The smallest error was 16 per 
cent. 
For the remaining 30 states and four 
jurisdictions, the FEO still had no 
revised estimates. 
Even the 20 updated estimates 
represent only reasonable guesses, not 
hard data. “ We have no reliable 
figures to base it on,” said George E. 
Hall Jr., FEO fuels manager super­ 
vising the gasoline program. “ It’s 
been a judgment call all the way.” 
Hall said the February method 
required reports only from refiners 
and importers who often had to guess 
at the distribution of gasoline after it 
left their hands. 


HILLSBOROUGH, Calif. (A P) - 
Abductors of newspaper heiress 
Patricia Hearst have sent a new 
communication to the family of the 
kidnaped girl, a family spokesman 
said today. Contents of the message 
were not immediately revealed. 
Radio station KCBS in San Fran­ 
cisco said 
the message, a 
tape 
recording, was believed to contain a 
new demand of $4 million in cash. 
The message was reported to have 
come from the Symbionese Liberation 
Army, which claimed that it abducted 
the 20-year-old coed Feb. 4 in Berke­ 
ley. 
Her father, newspaper executive 
Randolph A. Hearst, already had 
mounted a $2-million food distribution 
program in an effort to win her 
release. 
Already, $100,000 worth of food had 
been stockpiled. The distribution of 
food to the poor is scheduled to start 
Friday. 
Another San Francisco radio station, 
KGO, reported that the Rev. Cecil 
Williams, an intermediary in past SLA 
communications, received a telephone 
call Wednesday night. It directed him 
to a telephone booth, where he found 
the tape recording. 
KGO said that, unlike previous tapes 
received from the SLA, the new 
recording did not carry a message 
from the kidnaped woman. 
Miss Hearst turned 20 on Wed­ 
nesday. Her parents had appealed to 


the abductors to release her on her 
birthday as a gesture of good faith. 
The F B I agent in charge of the case, 
Charles A. Bates, had said he had a 
“ seat-in-the-pants 
feeling” 
that 
Wednesday might be freedom day for 
the pretty coed. 
No one outside of the SLA knew 
whether the food distribution, which 
starts Friday, would bring about her 
release or if more demands would be 
made. 
The SLA had demanded originally 
that Hearst distribute $70 worth of free 
food to each of California’s poor and 
needy as a condition for negotiations 
for the girl’s release. 
Hearst said he could not possibly 
meet that demand, which state of­ 
ficials estimated would cost some $4 
million. He went ahead instead with 
the $2 million “ Peoples in Need” 
program. 
The SLA said it would accept a 
“ good will gesture” from Hearst, 
president and editor of the 
San 
Francisco Examiner and chairman of 
the Hearst Corp. 


The first free food is expected to be 
distributed in the San Francisco Bay 
area Friday, said A. Ludlow Kramer, 
who is administering the program for 
the 
Hearst 
fam ily. 
Kram er 
is 
Washington’s secretary of state. 
“ We think we have met, and the 
public has met, the commitment to the 
SLA,” Kramer said. 
He said the food assembled in the 


first 22 hours would feed 20,000 per­ 
sons. The growing stores included 4,000 
loaves of bread, 5,000 quarts of fresh 
milk, a truckload of turkey and 40,000 
pounds of walnuts.

patterned after a food distribution plan 
launched in Washington state in 1970 
after heavy cutbacks in the aerospace 
industry caused widespread unem­ 
ployment in the Seattle and Puget

Jenner Jr., chief minority council. 
Meanwhile, the Senate Judiciary 


Committee said Wednesday it had no 
immediate plans to hold public hear­ 
ings 
over 
the dispute 
between 
President 
Nixon 
and 
special 
Watergate prosecutor Leon Jaworski. 
Jaworski has been stymied in his at­ 
tempts to obtain access to White House 
files and has reported his problems to 
the committee. 
Sources said Senate Ju d iciary 
members are concerned that such 
hearings could result in charges of 
unfair pretrial publicity because 
Watergate indictments are believed 
imminent.

Sirica had before him again the issue 
of the 18^-minute gap in a White 
House Watergate tape and the findings 
of technical experts that the gap was 
created by at least five separate 
erasures of the tape.

unidentified expert consulted by 
President Nixon’s chief Watergate 
lawyer James D. St. Clair. 
The latest developments in the case 
prompted Sirica to order both sides to 
halt further public discussion of the 
matter. 
At separate meetings Wednesday 
with the Democratic and Republican 
members of the House Judiciary Com­ 
mittee, Doar and Jenner described 
their conclusions about impeachment 
in broad terms, leaving the details for 
a later briefing. 
Doar reportedly told the Democrats 
at their meeting that the brief’s con­ 
clusion is blander than some of them 
may have preferred because of his 


desire to win Jenner’s agreement. 
Jenner is reported to have told the 
Republicans, several of whom are on 
record as believing only indictable 
crimes are impeachable, that while an 
offense need not be indictable, it must 
be very serious to be impeachable. 
Jenner’s position is of special im­ 
portance to the White House.

own choice to head their impeachment 
staff, he has great influence with the 
GOP members. 
Rep. Peter W. 
Rodino, D-N.J., 
chairman of the Judiciary Committee, 
said the brief will be a valuable guide 
to the members but that each one will 
ultimately have to make an individual 
choice. 


Among final witnesses at the select 
com m ittee’s hearings was Jam es 
Mclntire, lobbyist for the Ohio Council 
of Retail Merchants. He opposed a 
provision that would permit the energy 
board to curtail business hours.

New Demand In Hearst Kidnap 


HILLSBOROUGH, Calif. (AP) - 
Abductors of newspaper heiress 
Patricia Hearst have sent a new 
communication to the family of the 
kidnaped girl, a family spokesman 
said today. Contents of the message 
were not immediately revealed. 
Radio station KCBS in San Fran­ 
cisco said the 
message, 
a 
tape 
recording, was believed to contain a 
new demand of $4 million in cash. 
The message was reported to have 
come from the Symbionese liberation 
Army, which claimed that it abducted 
the 20-year-old coed Feb. 4 in Berke­ 
ley. 
Her father, newspaper executive 
Randolph A. Hearst, already had 
mounted a $2-million food distribution 
program in an effort to win her 
release. 
Already, $100,000 worth of food had 
been stockpiled. The distribution of 
food to the poor is scheduled to start 
Friday. 
Another San Francisco radio station, 
KGO, reported that the Rev. Cecil 
Williams, an intermediary in past SLA 
communications, received a telephone 
call Wednesday night. It directed him 
to a telephone booth, where he found 
the tape recording. 
KGO said that, unlike previous tapes 
received from the SLA, the new 
recording did not carry a message 
from the kidnaped woman. 
Miss Hearst turned 20 on Wed­ 
nesday. Her parents had appealed to 


the abductors to release her on her 
birthday as a gesture of good faith. 
The FBI agent in charge of the case, 
Charles A. Bates, had said he had a 
“ seat-in-the-pants 
feeling” 
that 
Wednesday might be freedom day for 
the pretty coed. 
No one outside of the SLA knew 
whether the food distribution, which 
starts Friday, would bring about her 
release or if more demands would be 
made. 
The SIA had demanded originally 
that Hearst distribute $70 worth of free 
food to each of California’s poor and 
needy as a condition for negotiations 
for the girl’s release. 
Hearst said he could not possibly 
meet that demand, which state of­ 
ficials estimated would cost some $4 
million. He went ahead instead with 
the $2 million “Peoples in Need” 
program. 
The SIA said it would accept a 
“good will gesture” from Hearst, 
president 
and editor of the 
San 
Francisco Examiner and chairman of 
the Hearst Corp. 
The first free food is expected to be 
distributed in the San Francisco Bay 
area Friday, said A. Ludlow Kramer, 
who is administering the program for 
the 
Hearst 
family. 
Kram er 
is 
Washington’s secretary of state. 
“We think we have met, and the 
public has met, the commitment to the 
SIA ,” Kramer said. 
He said the food assembled in the 


first 22 hours would feed 20,000 per­ 
sons. The growing stores included 4,000 
loaves of bread, 5,000 quarts of fresh 
milk, a truckload of turkey and 40,000 
pounds of walnuts.

launched in Washington state in 1970 
after heavy cutbacks in the aerospace

Hearst’s food distribution plan will 
be financed by $500,000 from the 
newspaper magnate’s personal funds 
and $1.5 million from a Hearst founda­ 
tion.

House Staff Agrees On Impeachable Offenses 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The staff of 
the House Judiciary Committee has 
agreed on a definition of impeachable 
offenses that greatly expands the 
grounds for possible impeachment of 
President Nixon. 


The definition, which includes 
noncriminal conduct, represents only 
the views of the committee’s top staff 
lawyers. However, it is expected to 
have a strong influence on committee 
members. 


The committee will receive the 
definition today, in a legal brief 
prepared under the direction of John 
M. Doar, chief counsel, and Albert E. 
Jenner Jr., chief minority council. 
Meanwhile, the Senate Judiciary 


Committee said Wednesday it had no 
immediate plans to hold public hear­ 
ings 
over the dispute 
between 
President 
Nixon 
and 
special 
Watergate prosecutor Leon Jaworski. 
Jaworski has been stymied in his at­ 
tempts to obtain access to White House 
files and has reported his problems to 
the committee. 
Sources said Senate Judiciary 
members are concerned that such 
hearings could result in charges of 
unfair pretrial publicity because 
Watergate indictments are believed 
imminent. 
In 
other 
W atergate-related 
developments, a U.S. District Court 
judge cleared the way for ousted White 
House Counsel John W. Dean III to 


testify at the upcoming trial of Dwight 
L. Chapin, another former White 
House aide. Chapin, accused of lying 
four times under oath to the Watergate 
grand jury, is scheduled to go on trial 
April I. 
He lost his court battle to keep Dean 
from testifying against him when the 
judge ruled no confidential attomey- 
client privilege existed between the 
two, as Chapin had contended. 
And, U.S. District Judge John J. 
Sirica had before him again the issue 
of the 18M:-minute gap in a White 
House Watergate tape and the findings 
of technical experts that the gap was 
created by at least five separate 
erasures of the tape. That finding was 
challenged twice by other technical 


experts, one of whom was a still 
unidentified expert consulted by 
President Nixon’s chief Watergate 
lawyer James D. St. Clair. 
The latest developments in the case 
prompted Sirica to order both sides to 
halt further public discussion of the 
matter. 
At separate meetings Wednesday 
with the Democratic and Republican 
members of the House Judiciary Com­ 
mittee, Doar and Jenner described 
their conclusions about impeachment 
in broad terms, leaving the details for 
a later briefing. 
Doar reportedly told the Democrats 
at their meeting that the brief’s con­ 
clusion is blander than some of them 
may have preferred because of his 


desire to win Jenner’s agreement. 
Jenner is reported to have told the 
Republicans, several of whom are on 
record as believing only indictable 
crimes are impeachable, that while an 
offense need not be indictable, it must 
be very serious to be impeachable. 
Jenner’s position is of special im­ 
portance to the White House. 
A 
respected lawyer and the Republicans’ 
own choice to head their impeachment 
staff, he has great influence with the 
GOP members. 
Rep. Peter W. 
Rodino, D-N.J., 
chairman of the Judiciary Committee, 
said the brief will be a valuable guide 
to the members but that each one will 
ultimately have to make an individual 
choice.

going on to pass the high school 
equivalency test. 
The test itself takes nearly ten hours 
to complete but contains all multiple 
choice answers. McKinley reported 
that the state requirements for passing 
the test has been lowered in December 
to keep in line with the standards set 
by the other states. 
This program is a $60,000 venture on 
the part of the foundation and its 
backers but as Jacobs pointed out, if 
only five people successfully pass the 
test as a result of the series, the effort 
was notin vain. 
McKinley said the final step in the 
success of the program, opportunity, is 
here now.

Courses will include 26 lessons in 
social studies, science and literature; 
17 lessons in mathematics and 17 in 
language arts. The first sequence will 
begin March 4, at 7:30 a.m. and will be 
shown again on March 6, at 7 p.m. and 
the same lesson will repeated for the 
third time on March 8, at ll p.m. The 
lessons will all be repeated in this 
fashion so that persons working dif­ 
ferent shifts will all have the same 
opportunity.

Fo o d p rices mig ht be esp ecially hard 
hit, becau se farm p rices ag ain are o n 
the rise, an d the in creases are p retty 
mu ch acro ss the bo ard rather than fo r 
a few sp ecific items. 
On e way American s seem to be 
meetin g this situ atio n is by p u rchasin g 
less-ex p en siv e p ro du cts. That at least 
is o n e co n clu sio n that can be read fro m 
the fact that fo o d p rices ro se 22 p er 
cen t in December bu t fo o d sto re do llar 
v o lu me ju mp ed o n ly 13.4 p er cen t. 
Bu y in g do wn is ev iden t in au ­ 
to mo bile sales, an d n o t so lely becau se 
o f the en erg y sho rtfall. Small cars 
were p ickin g u p a steadily larg er share 
o f the market ev en befo re the fu ll ex ­ 
ten t o f the o il p redicamen t was clear. 
Sto ckin g u p — y o u mig ht call it 
ho ardin g — alway s beco mes the 
strateg y o f so me in div idu als when 
sho rtag es o r hig her p rices are 
fo recast. Bu sin essmen are in clin ed to 
do the same. 
There is little hard ev iden ce as y et 
that an y su bstan tial p o rtio n o f 
ho u seho lders are bu y in g can n ed g o o ds 
an d o ther n o n p erishables in ex ­ 
p ectatio n o f hig her p rices, bu t there is 
little to sto p them fro m do in g so . 
The p ro blem is that, if u sed by 
millio n s o f ho u seho lders o n a bro ad 
scale, this tactic beco mes co u n ­ 
terp ro du ctiv e, fo rcin g u p p rices. 
So me p eo p le react to rag in g in flatio n 
by do in g witho u t an y thin g bu t the 
essen tials. Cu ttin g their sp en din g to 
the bo n e, they p ay o ff their in stalmen t 
lo an s an d bu ild u p their sav in g s ac­ 
co u n ts. 
When p eo p le are wo rried abo u t the

During President Nixon’s trip to 
China my Chinese keeper took me one 
day to see a boxing match at a huge 
muscle school outside of Peking.

NEW YORK (AP) - With a surge of 
more than 30 per cent in wholesale 
prices working its way through con­ 
sumer markets, Americans are taking 
or contemplating a variety of de­ 
fensive actions. 
The increase, recorded in De­ 
cember, will pressure its way into the 
retail pricing of every conceivable 
item in the next few months. 
Food prices might be especially hard 
hit, because farm prices again are on 
the rise, and the increases are pretty 
much across the board rather than for 
a few specific items. 
One way Americans seem to be 
meeting this situation is by purchasing 
less-expensive products. That at least 
is one conclusion that can be read from 
the fact that food prices rose 22 per 
cent in December but food store dollar 
volume jumped only 13.4 per cent. 
Buying down is evident in au­ 
tomobile sales, and not solely because 
of the energy shortfall. Small cars 
were picking up a steadily larger share 
of the market even before the full ex­ 
tent of the oil predicament was clear. 
Stocking up — you might call it 
hoarding — always becomes the 
strategy of some individuals when 
shortages or higher prices are 
forecast. Businessmen are inclined to 
do the same. 
There is little hard evidence as yet 
that any substantial portion of 
householders are buying canned goods 
and other nonperishables in ex­ 
pectation of higher prices, but there is 
little to stop them from doing so. 
The problem is that, if used by 
millions of householders on a broad 
scale, this tactic becomes coun­ 
terproductive, forcing up prices. 
Some people react to raging inflation 
by doing without anything but the 
essentials. Cutting their spending to 
the bone, they pay off their instalment 
loans and build up their savings ac­ 
counts. 
When people are worried about the 
declining value of paper money they 
tend to seek something more solid, and 
that always includes gold, and 


sometimes silver. 
The Powell Monetary Analyst, an 
investment adviser, cites these figures 
in explanation of the phenomenon: 
In 1970 the Dow Jones Industrial 
Average rose 4.8 per cent but the price 
of gold at London rose 6.5 per cent. In 
1971, stocks rose 6.5 but gold 16.5. In 
1972 the figures were 14.6 and 48.9, and 
in 1973 stocks fell 16.6 per cent while 
gold rose 83.6 per cent. 


High Court 
Broadens 
Wiretaping 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A divided 
Supreme Court Wednesday held that 
evidence gathered through a court- 
ordered wiretap can be used against 
persons not specifically under sur­ 
veillance. 
The 6 to 3 decision said that the 
Federal Omnibus Crime Control and 
Safe Streets Act of 1970 does not 
require law enforcement agencies to 
investigate every possible person a 
wiretap might incriminate before 
asking for a warrant. 
The wiretap issue arose from a tap 
placed on the telephone of Irving Kahn 
in search of evidence of illegal gam­ 
bling. 
After the wiretap was installed, the 
government sought to use evidence 
gathered against Kahn’s wife, Minnie. 
The U.S. Circuit Court at Chicago 
suppressed the evidence against Mrs. 
Kahn, saying that the government 
should have investigated Mrs. Kahn to 
determine if she might be involved in 
illegal activities before asking for a 
warrant naming only her husband. 
Writing for the majority, Justice 
Potter Stewart said it was sufficient 
that the warrant specified a search for 
evidence of illegal gambling and that it 
included a request to gather evidence 
on “others as yet unknown.”

What foods should be avoided by a 
person who has a gouty tendency? Can 
gout ever be completely eliminated? 
Mr. T. I., Ohio 
Dear Mr. I.: 
More and more readers write to me 
about gout. I am impressed by the 
number of people who do not un­ 
derstand that when once a person has a 
tendency toward gout this condition 
almost always persists permanently. 
This means, therefore, that a 
“gouty” person must always be on the 
alert to avoid foods that encourage the 
condition. 
It is wise to remember that while 
gout is not curable, it is controllable. 
Excellent drugs are now available to 
reduce the uric content of the blood. It 
is excessive uric acid that is respon­ 
sible for many of the symptoms 
associated with gout. 
Foods that should be avoided are 
anchovies, kidney, liver, fish roe, 
sweetbreads and meat extract. Fried 
potatoes, mushrooms, asparagus and 
lentils are also thought to be high in 
purines, which are forerunners to uric 
acid. 
It is surprising how reasonable a 
gout diet really is. Anyone who has 
ever suffered an attack of acute gout is 
well aware that the few limitations in 


food are a small sacrifice to make for 
the prevention of these painful attacks. 
Gout is being incriminated more and 
more as being responsible for pains 
and aches in the muscles and the joints 
previously thought to be arthritic in 
origin. Many painful attacks of bursitis 
have proved to be caused by un­ 
suspected gout. 
A simple blood test can quickly 
determine excessive amounts of uric 
acid. With diet and drugs, proper

Dayan Won’t Join 
Israeli Cabinet 


JERUSALEM 
(AP) — Premier 
Golda Meir’s chances of forming a new 
Israeli government were clouded 
today by Defense Minister Moshe Da­ 
yan’s announcement that he would not 
join the new cabinet under present 
circumstances. 
Mrs. Meir was reported near 
agreement with her Labor Align­ 
ment’s traditional coalition partner, 
the National Religious Party. Then the 
one-eyed hero of the 1956 and 1967 wars 
against the Arabs announced he was 
holding out, presumably because of the 
widespread criticism of his failure to 
prepare the armed forces for the Arab 
attack in October. 
“Dayan is trying to pull a Nasser,” 
said one prominent political associate, 
referring to the late Egyptian 
President Gamal Abdel Nasser’s 
resignation after Egypt’s defeat in the 
1967 war. Nasser’s ploy brought 
hysterical mobs into the Cairo streets, 
shouting for his return to office, and he 
complied. But Dayan’s plight has 
brought out only one crowd, of 5,000 
last weekend in Jerusalem, and it 
demanded his ouster.

GM took notice on Tuesday of its 
commitment not to raise prices until 
the introduction of 1975 models, then 
added in a statement: “In fact, we 
may have to seek relief before that 
time.” 
Chrysler Corp. and Ford Motor Co.

might also be in their future. American 
Motors Corp. has not commented. 
like Ford and AMC, GM agreed with 
the council in December to keep prices 
at the current level unless “unforeseen 
major economic events” occur.

Encased in g lass and steel and two 
flo o rs do wn fro m the headquarters o f 
the archbisho p o f Paris, Franco is 
Cardinal Marty is a o nce-a-week wo rld 
o f talk o f spells and demo ns. 
The “ po ssessed” beg in lining up at 8 
a.m. o n Wednesday s waiting fo r the 
Rev . Henri Gesland, 6 6 , to arriv e fo r 
wo rk at the antiseptically mo dem 
building o f the Paris Ro man Catho lic 
archdio cese. 
A small, g no mish man with a white 
rim o f beard alo ng his chin, Father 
Gesland slips behind his chair and 
beg ins a day o f listening . He is the 
Church’s o fficial ex o rcist fo r the Paris 
reg io n, but as far as he is co ncerned 
the dev il is a rare v isito r. 
“ Since my appo intment in 19 6 8, I’v e 
had mo re than 3 ,000 co nsultatio ns,” 
the priest said. “ There hav e been fo ur 
cases o f what I believ e to be demo nic 
po ssessio n.” 
In a no rmal day o f dev ilchasing , the 
Father Gesland sees up to 25 v isito rs 
who wait patiently fo r their turn. 
Recently , with French newspapers 
repo rting o n America’s interest in the 
film “ The Ex o rcist” , Father Gesland’s 
waiting lines hav e g ro wn. 
“ It’s pretty much the same thing ,” 
Father Gesland ex plains. “ I let them 
talk. And I listen. A larg e pro po rtio n o f 
my v isito rs think so meo ne has placed 
a spell o n them.... 
“ I g iv e practical adv ise in mo st o f 
the cases, ‘are y o u eating eno ug h? ’ I 
mig ht ask. And then I mig ht sug g est 
that they see a g eneral practicio ner o r 
ev en a psy chiatrist.” 
Father Gesland has no special 
training fo r the ex o rcist’s jo b, but after 
returning fro m 3 0 y ears in Cey lo n as a 
missio nary , he assisted ano ther priest 
in helping a wo man who tho ug ht she 
was afflicted by dev ils. When the 
ex o rcist in charg e resig ned, the 
dio cese called o n Father Gesland. 
“ The cho ice,” acco rding to the Rev . 
Ro g er Meuillet o f the dio cesan 
headquarters, “ was dictated by 
Father Gesland’s perso nality , mo re 
than any o ther facto r. He is an under­ 
standing man, a patient man, who can 
listen and calm peo ple.” 
But fo r all the “ zo zo s” — the priest’s 
ex pressio n fo r jo kers — that he sees, 
there hav e been the fo ur cases where 
he did recite the Litany o f the Saints 
and the 5 3 rd Psalm, where he splashed 
ho ly water o v er the po ssessed and 
o rdered the ev il spirits to flee and no t 
return ag ain. 
Strang ely , Father Gesland’s mo st 
co nv incing strug g le with demo ns in­ 
v o lv ed two 13 -y ear-o ld g irls — abo ut a 
y ear o lder than the pre-teen-ag er 
play ed by Linda Blair in the film, 
which has no t y et been sho wn in 
France. 
“ This child was at a difficult ag e, 
puberty , and y o u draw what co n­ 


clusio ns y o u want fro m that," the 
priest said, “ but there were repo rts 
fro m many peo ple that there were 
many strang e thing s abo ut her. First, 
she brusquely chang ed fro m a no rmal 
child to o ne who insulted ev ery o ne — 
teachers, relativ es, friends — with in­ 
credibly filthy lang uag e. When she 
walked in fro nt o f lamps, the lig hts 
wo uld g o o ut. When she sat in ro o ms, 
thing s fell fro m the mantle o r a table, 
“ We decided ex o rcism was in o rder. 
I did three sessio ns that lasted two to 
three ho urs each. I used a rather lo ng , 
o fficial Latin pray er that asks the ev il 
spirit to name itself and say why it is in 
the perso n. I o rdered it to g iv e a sig n it 
will leav e and wo n’t co me back. 
“ As I said the pray ers the child who 
had been ro lling o n the flo o r o f the 
church appeared to calm do wn. But 
there was a terrible battle after a 
while. When I sho wed my pecto ral 
cro ss, she hurled ag ainst the flo o r and 
kicked me. But finally the dev il did 
depart. 
“ Later when 
her parents 
were 


leav ing the church, the child o pened 
her mo uth and a miraculo us medal fell 
o ut. We had been with her ev ery sec­ 
o nd. She co uld no t hav e placed it in her 
mo uth. No w, a y ear later, she is much 
better.” 
The o ther 13 -y ear-o ld spo ke Italian 
and German when she was po ssessed 
ev en tho ug h she did no t kno w either 
lang uag e, Father Gesland said. He 
said that she, to o , was freed o f demo ns 
thro ug h ex o rcism. 
“ These are v ery special, unusual 
cases,” he said, “ Mo st peo ple who 
co me to see me, I try to talk to , g iv e 
them 15 minutes o f my time and see if I 
can’t calm them do wn. It’s quite sad 
when y o u hav e a perso n who insists o n 
a so lemn ex o rcism and y o u tell them 
that’s no t po ssible. 
“ I kno w that they ’re no t po ssessed 
by any dev ils, but they are sure that’s 
the reaso n life isn’t g o ing their way . I 
tell them take a walk, impro v e y o ur 
diet, g et alo ng better with y o ur family . 
The dev il is no t hiding behind ev ery 
ro se bush, y o u kno w.”

PARIS (AP) — The exorcist has 
office hours. 
And a beige waiting room, and a 
carpeted consultation nook, and a 
pretty good-working relationship with 
the devil. 
Encased in glass and steel and two 
floors down from the headquarters of 
the archbishop of Paris, Francois 
Cardinal Marty is a once-a-week world 
of talk of spells and demons. 
The “possessed” begin lining up at 8 
a.m. on Wednesdays waiting for the 
Rev. Henri Gesland, 66, to arrive for 
work at the antiseptically modern 
building of the Paris Roman Catholic 
archdiocese. 
A small, gnomish man with a white 
rim of beard along his chin, Father 
Gesland slips behind his chair and 
begins a day of listening. He is the 
Church’s official exorcist for the Paris 
region, but as far as he is concerned 
the devil is a rare visitor. 
“Since my appointment in 1968, I’ve 
had more than 3,000 consultations,” 
the priest said. “There have been four 
cases of what I believe to be demonic 
possession.” 
In a normal day of devilchasing, the 
Father Gesland sees up to 25 visitors 
who wait patiently for their turn. 
Recently, with French newspapers 
reporting on America’s interest in the 
film “The Exorcist”, Father Gesland’s 
waiting lines have grown. 
“It’s pretty much the same thing,” 
Father Gesland explains. “I let them 
talk. And I listen. A large proportion of 
my visitors think someone has placed 
a spell on them.... 
“I give practical advise in most of 
the cases, ‘are you eating enough?’ I 
might ask. And then I might suggest 
that they see a general practicioner or 
even a psychiatrist.” 
Father Gesland has no special 
training for the exorcises job, but after 
returning from 30 years in Ceylon as a 
missionary, he assisted another priest 
in helping a woman who thought she 
was afflicted by devils. When the 
exorcist in charge resigned, the 
diocese called on Father Gesland. 
“The choice,” according to the Rev. 
Roger Meuillet of the diocesan 
headquarters, “ was dictated by 
Father Gesland’s personality, more 
than any other factor. He is an under­ 
standing man, a patient man, who can 
listen and calm people.” 
But for all the “zozos” — the priest’s 
expression for jokers — that he sees, 
there have been the four cases where 
he did recite the Litany of the Saints 
and the 53rd Psalm, where he splashed 
holy water over the possessed and 
ordered the evil spirits to flee and not 
return again. 
Strangely, Father Gesland’s most 
convincing struggle with demons in­ 
volved two 13-year-old girls — about a 
year older than the pre-teen-ager 
played by Linda Blair in the film, 
which has not yet been shown in 
France.

elusions you want from that,” the 
priest said, “ but there were reports 
from many people that there were 
many strange things about her. First, 
she brusquely changed from a normal 
child to one who insulted everyone — 
teachers, relatives, friends — with in­ 
credibly filthy language. When she 
walked in front of lamps, the lights 
would go out. When she sat in rooms, 
things fell from the mantle or a table. 
“We decided exorcism was in order. 
I did three sessions that lasted two to 
three hours each. I used a rather long, 
official Latin prayer that asks the evil 
spirit to name itself and say why it is in 
the person. I ordered it to give a sign it 
will leave and won’t come back. 
“As I said the prayers the child who 
had been rolling on the floor of the 
church appeared to calm down. But 
there was a terrible battle after a 
while. When I showed my pectoral 
cross, she hurled against the floor and 
kicked me. But finally the devil did 
depart. 
“Later when 
her parents were 


leaving the church, the child opened 
her mouth and a miraculous medal fell 
out. We had been with her every sec­ 
ond. She could not have placed it in her 
mouth. Now, a year later, she is much 
better.” 
The other 13-year-old spoke Italian 
and German when she was possessed 
even though she did not know either 
language, Father Gesland said. He 
said that she, too, was freed of demons 
through exorcism. 
“These are very special, unusual 
cases,” he said, “Most people who 
come to see me, I try to talk to, give 
them 15 minutes of my time and see if I 
can’t calm them down. It’s quite sad 
when you have a person who insists on 
a solemn exorcism and you tell them 
that’s not possible. 
“I know that they’re not possessed 
by any devils, but they are sure that’s 
the reason life isn’t going their way. I 
tell them take a walk, improve your 
diet, get along better with your family. 
The devil is not hiding behind every 
rose bush, you know.”

QUALITY 
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House Panel 
Holds Future 
O f Energy Bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The con­ 
troversy over oil prices has shifted to 
the House where the Rules Committee 
is considering the future of emergency 
energy legislation already threatened 
with a Presidential veto. 
The measure, which would roll back 
the price of roughly one-quarter of the 
crude oil produced in the United 
States, passed the Senate Tuesday by a 
margin large enough to override the 
promised veto. 
Senate 
Interior 
Chairman Henry M. Jackson, 13- 
Wash., said the rollback could reduce 
gasoline prices by 5 cents a gallon and 
cut soaring propane prices in half. 
Since the rollback was not contained 
in the bill originally passed by the 
House, the Rules Committee now must 
decide whether to waive the parlia­ 
mentary points of order certain to be 
raised by representatives from oil- 
producing states. Previous attempts to 
grant the bill such a waiver have failed 
on a 7 to 7 tie vote. 
The bill, which also would grant 
President Nixon power to order 
gasoline rationing, passed the Senate 
Tuesday by a vote of 67 to 32 after 
surviving with surprising ease an 
administration-backed effort to return 
the bill to conference with the House. 
After the vote, Jackson said he was 
confident the Senate could override the 
presidential veto promised by federal 
energy chief William E. Simon in a 
letter to Minority leader Hugh Scott. 
However, he added he could not 
predict what would happen in the 
House. 
In addition to the rollback, Simon 
also objected to a provision that would 
make available an additional $500 
million in unemployment benefits to 
workers laid off because of fuel 
shortages. 
The bill also would suspend clean air 
standards temporarily in order to 
permit power plants to bum high 
sulfur coal and would grant Detroit a 
one year delay in meeting auto exhaust 
requirements.

EAST LANSING, Mich. (AP) - 
John Gerrish’s “soupeddown" big car 
doesn’t run too well uphill and leaves 
something to be desired in city traffic. 
But he thinks it’s the wave of the 
future in these days of short gasoline 
supplies. 
His Chevrolet is being operated on 
only four of its eight cylinders in an 
amateur fuel economy test. 
Gerrish and three colleagues at 
Michigan 
State 
University’s 
agricultural engineeering department 
figure if several million Americans 
turn their overpowered V8 engines into 
V4s, the savings would be consider­ 
able. 
To test their theory, the educators 
converted Gerrish’s 1968 Chevy Bel Air 
by pulling out half the engine’s push 
rods, an adjustment a garage me­ 
chanic can perform in about 20 
minutes. 
With the push rods gone, the intake 
valves were left closed so no gasoline 
can get into the four “dead” cylinders. 
The result is a V4. 
Gerrish reports that fuel economy is 


good but performance is poor going up 
hills and through city streets. On open 
roads, though, it’s worth its weight in 
gas, he says. 
Gerrish has been test-driving his V4 
for several weeks. He says that, 
depending on his speed, his car gets up 
to 28.3 m.p.g. — a 21 per cent saving. 
“This isn’t for the drag racer, for the 
hill climber or for the city driver. Ifs 
like 
owning 
a 
3,600-pound 
Volkswagen,” the 35-year-old father of 
four said. 
He envisions eventually the in­ 
stallation of a cutout switch that would 
permit a driver to use all cylinders of 
his engine on hills and city streets and 
half the cylinders for flat freeway 
driving. 
A spokesman for General Motors 
had a warning about the “souped­ 
down” plan, however. 
He said damage will undoubtedly 
occur if engines operate on only half 
their cylinders because “the car is 
designed to operate on eight cylinders. 
If it operates on four, then you’re 
putting too much stress on the engine.”

Greek Military Regime Sees 
Plot By Communist Party 


ATHENS, Greece (AP) - The Greek 
military regime says it has uncovered 
a Communist plot to overthrow it and 
expects to arrest more of the plotters. 
A government spokesman said 
Tuesday that 35 members of the 
outlawed Greek Communist party and 
its youth branch had been arrested so 
far. 
The government also accused exiled 
opposition leader Andreas Papandreou 
of collaborating in the plot. 
The announcement of the alleged 
plot came amid a government crack­ 
down on opponents, including critical 
newspapers. A concentration camp on 
the Aegean island of Yiaros has been 
reopened, and about 120 persons are 
reported imprisoned there. Security 
police are roaming the campuses of 
the three universities in Athens on the 
lookout for dissenters. 
The government 
claimed the 
Communists had spent $37,000 in the 
past month to foment a student 
uprising that was to pave the way for a 
Communist takeover. A spokesman 
said the uprising was to have started 
last Sunday. 
Officials claimed the Communists 
also had a hand in the student rioting 
last November.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Secretary o f 
State Hen ry A. Kissin ger retu rn s to the 
Middle East again o n Mo n day , this 
time to try to arran ge fo r dis­ 
en gagemen t talks between Israel an d 
Sy ria. 
Presiden t Nix o n an n o u n ced o n 
Tu esday the Kissin ger trip which, he 
said, sho u ld “get the talks started.” If 
Kissin ger had a difficu lt task 
arran gin g the sep aratio n o f Israeli an d 
Egy p tian fo rces o n the Su ez Can al, his 
n ew Jo b ap p ears to be ev en mo re 
fo rmidable, American sp ecialists 
ackn o wledge. 
Nix o n made the an n o u n cemen t in 
the White Ho u se Ro se Garden after a 
90-min u te co n feren ce with Ismail Fah- 
my an d Omar Sakkaf, the fo reign min ­ 
isters o f Egy p t an d Sau di Arabia 
resp ectiv ely . 
Kissin ger has rep eatedly said he was 
willin g to act as a go between in the 
Israeli-Sy rian disp u te sho u ld bo th 
sides sho w readin ess to dro p their 
in sisten ce o n rigid p reco n ditio n s. 
This co n ditio n , U.S. o fficials an d 
dip lo matic o bserv ers hin t, has n o w 
been fu lfilled.

Kissinger Plans Trip 
To Talk W ith Syria, Israel 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger returns to the 
Middle East again on Monday, this 
time to try to arrange for dis­ 
engagement talks between Israel and 
Syria. 
President Nixon announced on 
Tuesday the Kissinger trip which, he 
said, should “get the talks started.” If 
Kissinger had a difficult task 
arranging the separation of Israeli and 
Egyptian forces on the Suez Canal, his 
new job appears to be even more 
formidable, American specialists 
acknowledge. 
Nixon made the announcement in 
the White House Rose Garden after a 
90-minute conference with Ismail Fah- 
my and Omar Sakkaf, the foreign min­ 
isters of Egypt and Saudi Arabia 
respectively. 
Kissinger has repeatedly said he was 
willing to act as a gobetween in the 
IsraeU-Syrian dispute should both 
sides show readiness to drop their 
insistence on rigid preconditions. 
This condition, U.S. officials and 
diplomatic observers hint, has now 
been fulfilled. But in what way 
remains secret. Kissinger has met 
with Israeli Ambassador Simcha 
Dinitz several times within the past 
few days, presumably receiving from 
the diplomat the Israeli position. 
Fahmy and Sakkaf presented Nixon 
with a message from the heads of state 
of Egypt, Saudi Arabia, Syria and 
Algeria and these apparently con­ 
vinced Nixon that he would be justified 


in dispatching his secretary of state to 
the Middle East. 
The two Arab ministers described 
their message as good news, but 
declined to spell out what it was. The 
previous Syrian position was that they 
want back the territories they lost in 
1967 and 1973 before any talks about 
disengagement and before furnishing 
a list of Israeli prisoners of war. Israel, 
on the other hand, refused to talk about 
disengagement without the POW list. 
In the Rose Garden, Nixon said the 
ultimate goal is a permanent set­ 
tlement in the Middle East but added 
that disengagement along the Golan 
Heights is the immediate problem 
Kissinger now will attempt to solve. 
U.S. officials and Arab diplomats 
made it clear that the good news did 
not mean that the Arabs were willing 
to relent immediately on their oil 
embargo, punishing the United States 
for having supplied Israel with 
military hardware.

Legislative Report

In legislative action tliis week the 
House of Representative passed an 
emergency measure which will con­ 
form Ohio’s speed law to requirements 
)f the Federal Energy Conservation 
Act. 
The bill will prohibit until June 30, 
1975, or the end of the fuel shortage, 
whichever is sooner, the operation of 
motor vehicles on highways at speeds 
greater than 55 miles per hour. 
The House passed measure now goes 
to the Senate and must become ef­ 
fective by March 3, as required by the 
federal government, or Ohio stands to 
lose up to $170 million in federal high­ 
way funds for 1974 alone. 
The point system for violators would 
not apply to those going in excess of 55 
m.p.h., but will apply for speeds in 
excess of the 70 m.p.h. limit in current 
law. However, tickets and subsequent 
fines will be in order for violators 
going over 55 m.p.h. 


The Ohio House adopted its own 
strict code of ethics this week, setting 
up the machinery for financial 
disclosure and other requirements of 
its members as prescribed by the 
state’s new Code of Ethics law. 
Under the ethics law, passed last 
year by the General Assembly, the 
House and Senate are required to 
establish their own Code of Ethics 
Committee and adopt their codes by 
March 1st. 
The new code requires a member to 
disclose whether he holds a license for 
any trade or profession regulated by 
the state; prohibits him from receiving 
any compensation for services ren­ 
dered in any case, pleading, or ap­ 
plication pending before any state 
agency except in the courts; bans the 
intermingling of personal and cam­ 
paign funds; and bans the acceptance 
of any honorarium for a speech or 
contribution to a publication “in ex­ 
cess of the usual and customary value 
for such services”.

Bowers’ evaluation when he testified 
on a bill lowering Ohio’s speed limits to 
55 miles an hour. 
Richley said that, while that bill 
probably would cost his department to 
lose about IO per cent of its revenues, 
gasoline rationing, if it comes, would 
cost the department $72 million a year. 
“There would be a fantastic number 
of people laid off,” he said. “It would 
virtually put us out of business. We’d 
have a deficit and there would be no 
new construction.” 
Richley said his department already 
has decided to undertake no new 
construction between now and June 30 
“other than those funded 90 or IOO per 
cent by the federal government and 
any emergency projects needed to 
maintain the health and safety of Ohio 
motorists.”

Boyle is accused of ordering the 1969

the union presidency. Indictments also 
charge him with murdering Yablon­ 
ski’s wife and daughter, all slain New 
Year’s Eve in their Clarksville, Pa., 
home.

The 
farm share was $7 00, a gain o f 3 3 .5 per 
cent, o fficials said. 
The farm-to -retail spread, o r mid­ 
dleman share, was $8 3 7 in 1 97 3 , 6.5 per 
cent abo v e the 1 97 2 lev el. 
Co nv erted to a fo o d-do llar basis, the 
4 6 cents equiv alent receiv ed by far­ 
mers in 1 97 3 was up six cents fro m 
1 97 2. It was 3 8 cents in 197 1 and 3 9 cents 
in 1 97 0. 
In mo st y ears the past two decades, 
farmers hav e receiv ed less than 4 0 
cents fro m each $1 spent fo r fo o d in 
sto res. The share climbed to 4 7 cents in 
1 952 and had been higher than that in 
the late 1 94 0s, acco rding to USD A 
reco rds. 
Lo o king ahead, the repo rt predicted 
that higher prices fo r so me farm 
co mmo dities and further gains fo r 
middleman markups will add ano ther 
bo o st to retail fo o d prices.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The far­ 
mer’s share of the nation’s food dollar, 
a measure of where consumer grocery 
spending goes, jumped to 46 cents last 
year, the most since 1952. 
That meant prices farmers got for 
raw 
products sharply 
outpaced 
middleman markups, the Agriculture 
Department said. The figures were 
included Tuesday in a report on 
marketing and transportation spreads 
for food. 
A market basket of U.S. farm- 
produced food cost consumers an 
average of $1,537 last year, up about 
$227, or 17.3 per cent, from 1972. The 
farm share was $700, a gain of 33.5 per 
cent, officials said. 
The farm-to-retail spread, or mid­ 
dleman share, was $837 in 1973, 6.5 per 
cent above the 1972 level. 
Converted to a food-dollar basis, the 
46 cents equivalent received by far­ 
mers in 1973 was up six cents from 
1972. It was 38 cents in 1971 and 39 cents 
in 1970. 
In most years the past two decades, 
farmers have received less than 40 
cents from each $1 spent for food in 
stores. The share climbed to 47 cents in 
1952 and had been higher than that in 
the late 1940s, according to USDA 
records. 
Looking ahead, the report predicted 
that higher prices for some farm 
commodities and further gains for 
middleman markups will add another 
boost to retail food prices. 
But the report predicted, as USDA 
had earlier, that retail food prices “are 
expected to stabilize by mid-year and 
possibly decline” later if farm prices 
taper off as some experts believe.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A new 
analy sis by the Ag riculture Depart­ 
ment sho ws that farm ex po rts by Jan. 
1 were well o n their way to a targ et o f 
$1 9.3 billio n predicted fo r this fiscal 
y ear, up nearly 5 0 per cent fro m $1 2.9 
billio n in 1 972-73. 
During the first six mo nths o f the 
fiscal y ear that beg an last July 1, 
ex po rts o f all farm pro ducts to taled 
$9.9 billio n, nearly do uble the July - 
December to tal o f a y ear earlier, the 
department said. 
“ Ex po rts o f g rains and preparatio ns 
were up 15 4 per cent, acco unting fo r 
aro und two -thirds o f the o v er-all in­ 
crease,” the department’s Eco no mic 
Research Serv ice said Wednesday in a 
mo nthly issue o f Fo reig n Ag ricultural 
Trade o f the United States.

to bacco , 
so y beans, meats, liv e cattle, fruits, 
nuts, v eg etables and po ultry meats 
were also up substantially ,” the repo rt 
said. 
Nearly three-fo urths o f the July - 
December increase fro m a y ear 
earlier — a bo o st o f $4 .7 billio n — was 
due to hig her prices. Tho se increases 
were particularly sharp fo r g rains, 
co tto n, meat, to bacco , dried beans and 
peas, alfalfa meal and nuts, the repo rt 
said. 
Ov er-all, prices av erag ed 61 per cent 
hig her than a y ear earlier during the 
six mo nths. Still, the repo rt said, 
quantities ex po rted in July -December 
were up mo re than o ne-fo urth.

North Carolina State is up — and so 
is David Thompson. 
Because the Wolf pack was elevated 
to No. I this week, Thompson is 
playing at the top of his game. 
The proud North Carolina State star 
was on his toes Wednesday night, 
leading his teammates to a 113-87 
basketball victory over Duke. 
“I wondered how we would react to 
being Number One. It must have 
motivated us — that may have been 
the reason Thompson played so well,” 
said North Carolina State Coach Norm 
Sloan. 
The keyed-up Thompson scored 40 
points, collected 14 rebounds, made 


two steals and blocked two shots as the 
North Carolina State players ran away 
from their Atlantic Coast Conference 
colleagues. 
Elsewhere among the nation’s 
ranked teams, No. 5 Maryland 
whipped Duquesne 98-72; No. 6 North 
Carolina stopped Miami of Ohio 83-69; 
No. 7 Pitt trimmed Temple 56-49 and 
No. 14 South Carolina defeated 
Virginia Tech 82-71. 
North Carolina State took charge 
from the start, soaring to a 31-18 lead 
behind the torrid Thompson. It was 60- 
43 at the half and with about six 
minutes left, Sloan had taken his last 
starter out of the game. 
The Wolfpack’s full-court press gave 
Duke a devil of a time, inducing 28 


turnovers. In addition, the nation’s No. 
I team outrebounded the Blue Devils, 
57-43. 
John Lucas and Len Elmore com­ 
bined for 53 points to lead Maryland’s 
victory. Elmore had eight points and 
Lucas six as the Terps outscored Du­ 
quesne 18-4 in the first four minutes of 
the second half to open up a 58-40 lead. 
Lucas finished with 27 points and 
nine assists and Elmore had 26 points 
and 17 rebounds. Their standout 
performances helped Maryland win its 
18th game in 22 starts. 
Bobby Jones scored a careerhigh 29 
points, sparking North Carolina over 
Miami of Ohio. 
Pitt beat Temple with ll foul shots in 
the last four minutes. A free throw by 


I^ew Hill put the Panthers ahead for at 
46-45 and Keith Starr helped them put 
the game away with two more shots 
from the foul line. 
Brian Winters scored 21 points and 
Nate Davis and Alexander English 
each had 19 rebounds to lead South 
Carolina’s 18th success in 22 games.

House Action 'Kills' 
Federal Energy Bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The House 
Rules Committee has erected a 
potentially fatal roadblock in the path 
of emergency energy legislation 
already threatened by a presidential 
veto. 
The Rules Committee voted Wed­ 
nesday to allow members to lodge 
parliamentary challenges against 
some of the more controversial 
provisions in the compromise bill when 
it reaches the House floor.

O. Staggers, D-W.Va., said the Rules 
Committee action had “killed” the bill. 
Farm Exports 
O n Target, 
Data Shows 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A new 
analysis by the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment shows that farm exports by Jan. 
I were well on their way to a target of 
$19.3 billion predicted for this fiscal 
year, up nearly 50 per cent from $12.9 
billion in 1972-73. 
During the first six months of the 
fiscal year that began last July I, 
exports of all farm products totaled 
$9.9 billion, nearly double the July- 
December total of a year earlier, the 
department said. 
“Exports of grains and preparations 
were up 154 per cent, accounting for 
around two-thirds of the over-all in­ 
crease,” the department’s Economic 
Research Service said Wednesday in a 
monthly issue of Foreign Agricultural 
Trade of the United States. 
“ Exports 
of 
cotton, 
tobacco, 
soybeans, meats, live cattle, fruits, 
nuts, vegetables and poultry meats 
were also up substantially,” the report 
said. 
Nearly three-fourths of the July- 
December increase from a year 
earlier — a boost of $4.7 billion — was 
due to higher prices. Those increases 
were particularly sharp for grains, 
cotton, meat, tobacco, dried beans and 
peas, alfalfa meal and nuts, the report 
said. 
Over-all, prices averaged 61 per cent 
higher than a year earlier during the 
six months. Still, the report said, 
quantities exported in July-December 
were up more than one-fourth.

If either of the points of order is 
sustained or if the House votes to 
delete the rationing section, the bill no 
longer would conform with the Senate- 
passed version and a new SenateHouse 
conference would have to be convened. 
The Senate passed the bill Tuesday 
despite a warning from federal energy 
chief William E. Simon that the Presi­ 
dent would veto it. Senate Interior 
chairman Henry M. Jackson, D-Wash., 
predicted the Senate could override a 
veto, but House Minority Leader John 
J. Rhodes, R-Ariz., said the House 
would sustain a veto. 
The administration objects to a 
number of provisions in the bill, in­ 
cluding the oil price rollback and the 
extension of unemployment benefits to 
workers laid off by fuel shortages.

(AP) - For the first 
time in 23 years, the roaring grand­ 
father of international auto racing in 
the United States will be silenced. 
Promoters of this year’s version of 
the 12 Hours of Sebring, formerly one 
of four international auto endurance 
races, said Wednesday that severe 
gasoline shortages in Central Florida 
have forced them to cancel the event 
previously set for March 23. 
“It’s off. It won’t be held at Sebring 
and probably nowhere,” said Jim 
Bishop, president of the sanctioning 
International Motorsports Association, 
of Fairfield, Conn. 
This year’s event, like last year’s, 
would have been a GT race with a field 
of mostly domestic cars, a step down 
from the previous races featuring 
many top foreign drivers.

Fishing Tackle 
Getting Better

Fishing tackle has come a long way 
since the cane pole and safety pin, and 
there’s no stopping the improvements 
now. 
Among new products making a big 
splash in the marketplace are a super- 
light rod, rattling lures and fast- 
retrieve reels. 
Considered super-sticks by their 
promoters, the limited production 
graphite fishing rods are the talk of the 
industry. Up to one-third lighter than 
their fiberglass counterparts, the new 
rods have actions superior to most 
conventional rods. 
They carry superior price tags, too 
— $150 or so — and their sales will be 
restricted indefinitely to those who can 
afford the best, said Dick Kotis, 
president of the Fred Abrogast Co. of 
Akron. 
The average fisherman will be in­ 
terested in the revolution from metal 
ferrules to fiberglass rod makes four 
and five section rods possible with no 
loss of action compared with one or 
two-piece sticks, Kotis said. 
“And the newer models are a lot 
easier to carry,” he said. 
Kotis is one of the country’s best 


known bass fisherman and director of

Aluminum oxide rod guides will 
become more common this year. They 
dissipate friction heat and, thereby, 
prevent curling of monofilament, Kotis 
said. The new guides are much tougher 
than ever carboloy and will not groove 
under heavy line pressure. 
Among reels, free spool models are 
being built with high speed 5:1 gear 
ratios. Spincast and casting reels have 
smoother ball bearing action and some 
manufacturers are coming out with 
drag systems that engage only when 
the fisherman removes his hand from 
the reel handle. 
The hottest innovation in artificial 
baits is noise, said Kotis, whose 
company makes the famous Jitterbug 
and Hula Popper lures. 
Many plugs will contain inter­ 
national rattles that are said to attract 
fish. Chrome and other metallic 
finishes will continue to be popular, 
said Kotis. 
Lures will be smaller. The trend is to 
one-fourth and one-eighth ounce plugs 
and spinners, and to four-and six-inch 
plastic worms, Kotis said.

The turkey-exporting program 
probably will be phased out unless 
another state has something Missouri 
wants and needs turkeys in exchange, 
Dickneite says. 
He figures its costs an average of 
about $350 to trap and ship each 
turkey. 
“ Because of their high-strung 
nature, wild turkeys can’t be confined 
long so we ship them by air when we 
can,” says Joel Vance of the depart­ 
ment’s public relations staff. 
Most of the trapped birds now are 
released in areas which would have 
been considered marginal or un­ 
suitable a few years ago, trappers say. 
But the turkeys have proved highly 
adaptable and have spread naturally 
into areas where the experts once said 
they probably couldn’t survive. 
Vance says the key to the success of 
the turkey restocking program has 
been the use of wild birds as feed stock. 
Hybrid or farm birds couldn’t adapt to 
life in the wild.

warheads with an SSX18, a huge 
missile apparently being developed as 
successor to the Soviet Union’s largest 
operational missile, the SS9. 
The SALT agreement on limitation
